H iattsville, K as., are safely locked 
up in the P ettis county jail and a 
th ird alleged burglar and probable 
m urderer, 
C harles 
B radshaw , 
is 
h iding in the woods near W indsor 
' w ith his anatom y perforated w ith 
' buckshot, as the result of a visit of 
O enstable Jam es A , 
R o b b and 
D eputy C onstable T . j . R o b b to 
W indso r and vicinity last S aturday 
and S unday . 
O n F riday C onstable R o b b re­ 
ceived a tip th a t 
the 
m en w ho 
robbed T erry B ro s.’ hardw are store 
four w eeks ago next W ednesday 
could be found in the vicinity of 
W indso r, and, accom panied by his 
bro th er, 
T om , 
C onstable 
R o b b 
w ent to H enry county in search 
of three m en, w ho are as desperate 
crim inals as can be found outside 
of prison walls. 
U pon arriving a t W indsor, C o n­ 
stable S am M ajors and Jo h n R ic h ­ 
ardson volunteered to accom pany 
the R ob bs to the cabin of Sam and 
J o h n B utcher, located in the tim ­ 
ber, eigh t m iles w est of W indsor. 
W h e n 
the 
posse reached 
the 
B utcher cabin the only person at 
hom e was a y o ung girl, a sister of 
C harles B radshaw and a sister-in- 
law of Sam B utcher. 
She said the 
m enfolks w ere in W indso r. 
T h e officers searched the cabin 
and found a large q ua ntity of stolen 
goods belonging to T erry Bros., of 
L am o nte, 
and R . T . W illiam s, 
w hose general store at H iattsville, 
K as,, w as robbed on the nig h t of 
O ctober 7 . 
In 
the 
rear of the 
cabin 
the officers 
found a 
box 
buried in a hog pen containing a 
m iscellaneous assortm ent of goods. 
T h e stolen pro perty , all of w hich 
has been identified, ex cepting a lot 
of fine dress goods, w as tak en to 
W indso r. 
C onstable R o b b 
and 
posse on S aturday afternoon w ent 
to the hom e of the B utcher boy s, in 
W indso r, w here they surprised Sam 
B utcher, w ho offered no resistance 
to arrest. 
A t 4 130 o ’clock S unday m orning 
Officer R o b b ’s party , arm ed w ith 
double-barreled shotguns and re­ 
volvers, 
drove 
rapidly 
to 
the 
B utch er cabin and surrounded the 
structure. 
W h e n 
they 
arrived 
there it w as just g etting day light. 
T h e y called upon the occupants to 
o pen 
the door. 
Jo h n 
B utcher 
obey ed the order, but w hen he saw 
th e officers 
he closed 
the 
door 
quickly and barred it. 
J us t th en C onstable R o b b heard 
a 
tw ig snar^ 
behind him , and, 
turning around, he saw C harles 
B radshaw , w ho is w ell k no w n in 
S edalia, sta nding about forty feet 
from him , w ith a big 44-calibre re­ 
volver po inting straig h t at him . 
“ D — d y ou, I have got y o u,” 
shouted B radshaw , just as R o b b 
fired one barrel of his g un a t him . 
A lm o st at the sam e m om ent Jo h n 
R ich ardso n fired both barrels of his 
g un at B radshaw , w ho fell on his 
knees, a nd, g e tting up, started to 
run, falling a second tim e. 
B rad­ 
shaw again gained his feet and ran 
sw iftly into the brush and tim ber, 


and w as quickly lost to sight in 
the tw iligh t. 
T he officers then w ent closer to 
the cabin and told Jo h n Butcher 
th at if he did not come out they 
w ould burn 
the 
house over 
his 
head. 
H e threw open 
the door 
and held his hands above his head 
until Officer T hom as R o b b h and­ 
cuffed them . 
T h e prisoners w ere 
brought to Sedalia S unday evening 
and lodged in the P ettis county 
jail. 
R . T . W illiam s, of H iattsville, 
K as., w hose store w as robbed on 
O ct. 7 , and w ho was in the city to­ 
day , say s th at it is now believed 
th at B radshaw is one of the three 
m en w ho m urdered R .J . M orrison, 
ow ner of a general 
m erchandise 
store at P aw nee S tatio n, K as., on 
O ct. I . 
B radshaw w as no doubt im pli­ 
cated in the robbery of the goods 
stolen 
from Mr. W illiam s’ store 
and found in the B utcher cabin. 
O n and before O ctober 1, B rad­ 
shaw had been visiting his parents, 
w ho live near both H iattsville and 
P aw nee station. 
H e had recently 
been discharged from the L ansing 
(K a s.) penitentiary , and after the 
robbery of the W illiam s store he 
disappeared from th at vicinity . 
O n the nigh t of O ctober i, three 
m en w ent to M orrison’s store at 
P aw nee station and w oke him up, 
say ing 
th at they w anted to get 
some patent m edicine for a sick 
w om an. 
M orrison got the m edi­ 
cine, and w hen he opened the door 
to hand it out to the m en. one of 
them struck him on the head w ith 
a pick handle, knocking him sense­ 
less. 
T he robbers then entered the 
stcMje and stole I5CX) of m oney be- 
loLging to M r. M orrison, the M a- 
sons and O dd Fellow s and tLe post- 
•office. 
Just as they w ere about to leave 
the store M r, M orrison recovered 
consciousness 
and 
they cut 
his 
th roat from ear to ear, leaving him 
for dead. 
T h e circum stances seem to point 
to 
C harles 
B radshaw 
and 
the 
B utcher boy s as the m urderers of 
M orrison. 
Officers are now on the 
trail of B radshaw and he m ay be 
arrested in a few hours. 
L ast nig h t his sister w ent to a 
W indso r drug store and purchased 
a bottle 
of 
linim ent and other 
m edicines and her trail w as fol­ 
lowed. 
It is believed B radshaw is 
quite badly w ounded and m ay no 
be able to long rem ain 
in 
his 
present h iding place. Sam B utcher 
is also an ex-convict, having servec 
a term for horse stealing. 
C onstable R o b b , in speaking o 
the raid on the B utcher cabin, saic 
he believed th a t Sam M ajor w as 
the bravest officer in M issouri. 
C onstable R o b b this afternoon 
received a telegram from H ia tts­ 
ville, 
K as., 
say ing th a t 
Davie 
B radshaw , a brother of the m an 
w ounded at W indso r, w as taken 
in custody there today .

Dr. M. A . Born, of Lawrence- 
vilie, Ga., formerly of Brooklyn, 
has an invenlion which he claims 
will make collisions between rail­ 
way trains absolutely impossible. 
His invention will be tested on 
the Chesapeake Beach railway, a 
small road running from Washing­ 
ton to a resort on Chesapeake bay, 
within a few days, and he claims 
that it will demonstrate that a 
collision cannot occur on a road 
where it is in use. 
He strings a wire along the 
track and has electrical connection 
m the cab of every locomotive run­ 
ning on the line. If there is a train 
or a cur on the track in front of the 
engine, lights wilfiilash in the cab 
and a gong will sound so as to make 
it impossible for the signals to es­ 
cape the attention of the engineer 
and fireman. 
Dr. Born goes further and claims 
that two trains can be approaching 
each other on the same track with 
the engineer and firemen dead or 
drunk or with empty cab^, and yet 
a collision will be impossible, for, 
in addition to sounding the gong 
and showing the electric flashes, 
the apparatus will set air brakes 
and bring botli trains to a dead 
stop.

Will Cost $5 Each to Witness 
the Execution, 


A NOVEL SCHEME, THIS IS 


The Flan of an Ore^ron Sheriff to 
Provide for the Little Son of 
a Wife Murderer.

If Sheriff Story, of Multnomah 
county, Oregon, 
carries 
out 
his 
present plans A . L. Belding, the 
murderer, will pass into history as 
the first criminal who made money 


on the scaffold, and the sheriff, in­ 
cidentally, will be remembered as 
having 
organized 
a 
system 
by 
which curiosity is made to con­ 
tribute to charity. 


On July II Belding killed his 
wife, Frank 
Woodward, 
a bar­ 
tender, of whom he was jealous, 
and 
Mrs. 
L. 
McCroskey, 
his 
mother-in-law, 
and daungerously 
wounded his father-in-law, Lemuel 
"McCroskey. 
The crime was committed at the 
home of Mrs. Belding’s parents. 
Belding entered the house with a 
revolver in 
each ’ hand and shot 
Woodward. 
He shot the others as 
they ran out of their rooms to see 
what the shooting was about. 
After leaving the house Belding 
telephoned the chief of police, in­ 
formed him of the 
shooting 
and 
calmly awaited arrest. 
He has fre­ 
quently expressed a desire to be 
hanged without delay. 
The sheriff proposes that those 
persons who attend the hanging of 
the triple murderer must pay $5 to­ 
wards supporting Belding’s 6-year- 
old boy, who will become an orphan 
October 31. 
“ The idea,’ ^ says Sheriff Story, 
“ is entirely original. 
It was sug­ 
gested to me by the numerous re­ 
quests for invitations to the hang­ 
ing. 
Belding’s little boy, who is 
now being cared for by an aid so­ 
ciety, already has been deprived of 
his mother, who was shot by Beld­ 
ing, and will be left an orphan, de­ 
pendent entirely on charity. 
“ It IS the custom to issue tickets, 
•r rather invitations, to a limited 
extent upon the occasion of a legal 
execution. 
I think it proper that 
those receiving them who care to 
attend should contribute something 
to the support of the child whose 
father 
they 
have 
come 
to 
see 
hanged. 
“ The position of this little boy 
is an unenviable one, and it seems 
to me that it would be much im­ 
proved 
if a sum of money was 
placed in the hands of the county 
court to be expended under its di­ 
rection for the child’s education 
and benefit. 
“ So keenly do I feel this to be 
the case, I will give myself all fees 
which I may receive for executing 
the sentence toward the fund I pro­ 
pose to raise. 
“ I am aware, in making public 
this idea, 1 am advocating some­ 
thing which, because of novelty, 
may cause 
some criticism,” con­ 
tinued the sheriff, “ but I am free 
to say that I do not think any valid 
objection can be raised to the pro­ 
posal.” 
The plan outlined by the sheriff 
will result in realising nearly |2,ooo 
for the boy.

A WONDERFUL BUILDING. 


The Big 
Flatiron Couid Accommodate 
Population of a Small Town. 
Tile iiatiron 
at the intor- 
seetion of Broadway, Fifth avenue 
and Twenty-third street, New York, 
is a marvel of tall building constnie- 
tion. 
It takes its name from the 
ground plan, which roughly r(‘seiii- 
bles the form of a sadiron, 
lis g n at- 
est length is 19 0 feet in Broadwav. 
It is 173 feet long in Fifth avenue, 
and SO eight inches in Twenty-sec­ 
ond street. 
Since the removal of tlie 
seaffoiding, which })artly concealed 
the outlines, there is scarcely an hour 
when a staring wayfarer doesiiT by 
his example collect a big crowd of 
other staring people. Sometimes 100 
or more, with, heads bent backward 
until a general breakage of necks 
seems imminent, collect along the 
walk on the Fifth avenue side ol 
Madison square and stay thereuntil 
‘^one of the finest” orders them to 
move on. 
No wonder people stare, says the 
N ew Y o rk Tribune. A building 307 
feet high, presenting an edge almost 
as sharp as the bow' of a ship on one 
of the 
most frequented openings 
along Broadw’ay, is well MiOrth look­ 
ing at. 
T h e mere statement of the 
height in feet conveys only an im­ 
perfect idea of the towering struc­ 
ture. 
T h e Flatiron is not the tallest 
building in New Y ork, but it is the 
slenderest— as a bright 
girls 
ex­ 
presses it, 'The most aquiline.” 'T F s 
the sharpest thing any architect ever 
perpetrated,” according to another 
authority. 
•/ 
It looks tall enough above ground, 
but there are 3 5 feet of it buried, 
the bottom of the boiler room being 
that far helow^ the street grade. 
I f all its floors should he divided 
into offices there w ould be 17 on each 
floor, and if there were an average 
of five persons to the ofiice the popu­ 
lation of the building would he 1,70 0, 
or more than that of a respectable 
suburban village, for the Flatiron is 
20 stories high. 


Discovered a Rare FossU. 


An unusually perfect fossil of a 
member of the falcon family w as dis­ 
covered recently in one of the huge 
blocks of stone awaiting being set 
in the walls of the new Masonic tem­ 
ple at Crawfordsville, Ind. 
The out­ 
lines of the fossil are remarkably 
disiinct. 
T h e figure is two feet high 
and the details of the eye sockets, 
feet and the sweep of the long tail 
feathers are extremely clear. 
T h e 
block of stone will not be used in 
building now, but will be preserved 
with care and eventually will find its 
way into some museum. 
Scientists 
say this fossil is extremely rare.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

Few’ people are aw’are of the pre­ 
cautions employed to protect him 
from accident or attack. 
A t ‘ Jkickingham palace there is 
a specially organized deiaeliment of 
detectives, w’hose especial duty it is 
to guard the person of his majesty. 
Placed over them is a smart in­ 
spector. 
A t a royal garden party, a 
distribution of war mednls by the 
king, or any public funetion in wdiicli 
his majesty takes part a w’ell-dressed 
man, in frock coal and silk hat, may 
he noticed mixing the ei^uerries, or 
strolling among the spectators with 
a keenly watchful eye. 
T h a t is the inspector. 
Perliaps he will see some person 
of whom he has liis doubts, says the 
Philadtdpiiia Press. 
Then, (juite by accident, he wdll 
be standing in front of him at the 
tini^ iiis majesty ] >asses by or during 
the time tlu‘ proceedings are going 
on.

As tlio king leaves to enter his 
earriag(' it will lie the insp{‘ctor who 
W’ill he ii(‘ar the door, w itli his eyes 
everywhere at once seeking for pos­ 
sible misehic'f.

TTk* king at home is guarded as 
car(‘fu!Iy as the king aliroad.

ware of the fact. 
Outside the gates of the rrnal 
dmiee are two polieeim*n, in addition 
to the sentries.

tance through the roval gatewav. 
But it is inside the gate» that the 
Ecrutiny is most severe. 
First of all there is a policeman, 
one of several rm n wlio rc] i*‘ve caieh 
other at stated int« rvals. 3 lu* rnem- 
1h rs ui the little stall* are changed 
as rarely as posdhle. 
By kee] ) iiig ilu' same ini'ii on duty 
month in and montli out tliey (‘onie 
to know not only the eidc luit i«*s and 
personal friends who visit their royal 
master but also members 
of 
the 
household and all those in any way 
connected with the establishment. 
These pass in without a word, hut 
let a stranger appear and he is at 
once questioned as to his business. 
I. nless he has some satisfactory ex­ 
planation he gets no farther tlian the 
gateway. 
'I’he policeman is by no means the 
only one on guard'. 
There is the 
trusty detective 
sergeant, who, in 
his civilian clothes, might pass for 
a respectable tradesman w'ere it not 
for his watchful eye and his polite 
but searching questioning of stran­ 
gers w ho prove too much for the po­ 
liceman. 
The detective and the policeman 
are not unsupported, for one or two 
footmen may always be seen in the 
lodge, while the detective inspector 
is often to be found in his office close 
at hand. 
In the case of a visitor who is un­ 
known the detective will accompany 
him to the palace and not leave un­ 
til he has seen him in the care of an 
attendant. 
Nor is this never-ending guard a 
needless 
precaution. 
People 
fre­ 
quently come to the gate and try to 
obtain an entrance with the avow’ed 
wish to see the king, sometimes wdth 
an excuse to get to the house w here 
they may make a more direct appli­ 
cation for an interview with his maj­ 
esty. 


These are, as a rule, harmless, 
weak-brained people, but the busi­ 
ness of protecting royalty is one in 
which no mistakes iiitist he made, 
and so the vigilance of the officials is 
unceasing. 
Elaborate precautions are taken 
when the king leaves London on a 
journey into the country. 
Preparations differ at the various 
railway stations, hut everyw here the 
greatest care is observed. 
A ll members of the sight-seeing 
public are cleared' from the plat­ 
form, and, in at least one case, the 
•tfition yard is kept free also.
